For Seed Oats 


There will be a demand at profit- 
able prices for all the good clean 
oats that are suitable for seed, is the 
statement made to The Tribune by 
W. J. Thomson, secretary and man- 
ager of the Peace River Co-op. Seed 
Growers at Grande Prairie. 

During the past years this organ- 
ization of farmers has built up a very 
nice seed business with seed merch- 
ants and farmer co-operatives in 
Ontario and Quebec. Seed is also 
shipped to other provinces of the 
Dominion. 

It is the intention of this associa- 
tion to put forward an educational 
and advertising campaign to dis- 
tribute more of the registered seed 
in the Peace River. There will be’a 
market for all the surplus seed not 
needed at home to be shipped to 
eastern markets. 

Farmers who have oats that are 
suitable for seed should send, with- 
out delay, cleaned pound samples to 
the Dominion Seed Branch at Cal- 
gary for germination and seed grade.

SENSE OF HUMOR NECESSARY 
PART OF DEMOCRACY 


J. S. Cowper, columnist on the | 
Edmonton Bulletin, writing under | 
the heading “The Passing Show,” 
has the following to say, in part, in 
comparing the Chinese and _ the 
Japanese: 

“Some people can't tell Chinese 
and Japanese apart. It isn’t a ques- 
tion of size, for though most Japan- 
ese, like the Canton Chinese, are ot | 
small stature, there are strapping | 
six-iooters among the Japanese from | 
the northern islands, just as there are 
huge Chinese in the north. Though | 
this commentator flatters himself he 
can usually tell the races apart, he, 
can’t tell on paper exactly where the | 
differences lie. Mentally they differ 
widely. The Chinese have a marked 
sense of humor; the Japanese are 
deadly serious. That distinction 
seers true in all of the divisions 
between democratic and totalitarian 
peoples. One can’t be a democrat 
without a sense of humor; one 
couldn't be a Fascist or Nazi (they 
are both the same) if one retained 
a sense of humor.” 

We fully agree with Mr. Cowper 
that people living in democratic 
countries must have a ‘sense of 
humor because there are so many 
absurd things done in the name of 
democracy. However, we are not 
Knocking democracy. In principal it; 
is the most human form of govern- | 
ment yet evolved. | 

In Germany it seems perfectly all 
right to “Heil Hitler” every time a 
person turns round. Can anyone 
imagine calling up central and by 
way of getting off to a good start 
exclaiming “Heil Aberhart!” or “Heil 
Mackenzie King!” or “Heil!” anyone 
else without laughing. The young 
lady on the switchboard would no 
doubt join in and business for the | 
time being would be suspended. As 
a matter of fact, both no doubt would 
just chuckle themselves to death. 

Or, on the other hand, can anyone 
imagine a Canadian going into an 
office or a store and by way of intro- 
ducing himself, instead of talking 
about the weather, hails some certain 
individual without laughing? 

We agree with Mr. Cowper that 
for this reason Fascism or Nazism 
as practised in Europe simply won't 
work in this country. If any one 
man or group of men attempted to 
saddle on Canada this form of 
government he or they would be 
lauc*ed out of existence. ; 

It might be possible to put Fascism 
across in a simple form, but not with | 
all the frills and this “heiling’’ busi- 
ness.

Rome ruthlessly trampled under 
foot not only the Jews but peoples of 
other races. Rome fell, but the Jewish

The persecution of the Jews in 
Germany by the Nazi government is 
outraging the conscience of every 
right-thinking man and woman in 
the world. The Jews, like every 
other people have a right to live no 
matter under what flag. Some day 
these acts of persecution will recoil 
on the heads of Hitler and his fana- 
tical government.

What 
is incongruous to you, today, may 
have appeared to you as congruous, 
yesterday, and vice versa! 

Is the federal government com- 
pelled to borrow money, and to bor- 
row it at interest? 

Must the federal budget be bal- 
anced in terms of money first, and in 
terms of service secondly? Why not 
the reverse? 

Is the payment of interest, by a 
federal administration, an absolute 
necessity? 

We have the labor, machinery and 
materials, and our federal adminis- 
tration says that we have no money 
to make these move. Is it so? 

If Canada were involved in a war: 
in haste the federal administration 
would find hundreds of millions to 
defend the country, but in peace 
times that same administration com- 
plains of a shortage of money to 
carry on defensive work. 

There is peace all over the world, 
these days, except in China, Spain 
and Palestine! Why have we such 
hard times in Canada? | 

Little New Zealand, which is aim- | 
ing at Socialism, is still capitalistic 
in a fiscal sense, but nevertheless its 
labor administration has establish 
a substantial controlled price for) 
wheat, flour and bread. It has also} 
fixed guaranteed prices for butter, 
cheese, fruit and honey. It guaran- 
tees a minimum wage and oe | 
weeks’ holidays a year, with pay, for | 
farm workers. It has cut unemploy- 
ment to an unavoidable minimum. 
It has introduced a 40-hour week. 
It has full control of all rail, road 
and air services. This is the record 
on which the farmers and workers 
of New Zealand returned Labor to 
office with the largest vote of con- 
fidence ever received by any political 
party in that Dominion. 

Why are these things not done in 
Canada, which is an immense coun- 
try. with incalculable resources, a 
larger population, and has a better 
geographical location? 

New Zealand has a minimum wage 
of five dollars a day, and the average 
wage has been well above that min- 
imum. This is for a Three Year 
Plan for public works. 

Labor promised to increase old age, 
widows’, invalids’ and soldiers’ pen- 
sions and to grant old age pensions 
to women at 60, to men at 65. It did! 
The pension paid is much higher 
than the charity dole given to old 
age folks in Canada, only at the age 
of 70. 

Again, why are these things not 
in Canada? Are we better 
Christians than the New Zealanders 
are?

The housing accommodation for 
winter pigs should provide dry and 
reasonably warm sleeping quarters. 
Draughts must be avoided und the 
hed should be well bedded with dry 
straw. Do not crowd too many pigs 
into a small pen, but allow sufficient 
pen space and trough space so that 
all can have an equal chance. 

In the feeding of the pigs a suit- 
able mixture of grains properly sup- 
plemented will go far in keeping the 
pigs healthy and thrifty. Provide a 
mixture of grains such as oats and 
barley, and possibly a mill feed or 
wheat, and supplement with a pro- 
tein supplement such as skim-milk, 
buttermilk or tankage. Include with 
the meal mixture at the rate of 1 to 2 
pounds per hundred a simple mineral 
mixture such as equal parts iodized 
salt, ground limestone, and bone 
meal. Roots and good quality legume 
hay—alfalfa or clover—are valuable 
in small amounts to supply succu- 
lence and maintain the pigs in a 
thrifty condition. These should not 
form the main feed but should be 
used in small amounts as an addition 
to a good feed mixture, 

Finally, good care is necessary in 
the feeding and management of the 
pigs in order to weep them in a 
healthy vigorous condition. Supply 
nutritious feed at a rate that they can 
handle it, but do not attempt to force 
the pigs. It is not necessary to sup- 

ly warm feed during the winter, 

ut care should be taken that the 

chill is taken off any liquids fed. 
This can be easily done by allowing 
the milk or water to stand in a 
warm place for a few hours before 
feeding.

FIRST HURRICANE SQUADRON 
(The following story is from the 
pen of Squadron Leader J. W. Gil- 
lan, who recently flew a Hawker 

Hurricane from Edinburgh to 

Northalt, 327 miles in 48 minutes, 

making an average speed of 408.75 

miles an hour.) 

“So little was known of our new 
aeroplane that there were few regula- 
tions about our training. It was up to 
us to discover how much could be 
done. It was important that no acci- 


dents should occur, for if they did 
small regulations would necessariiy 
creep in, which might hinder our 


training and cramp the type of morale 
which we considered it sound to stimu- 


late. With this end in view we gave 
all our officers and sergent-pllots 
clearly to understand that as mem- 


bers of the first Hurricane 
they had a mission; they had to show 
that in spite of its performance and 
its more complicated mechanism, the 
Hurricane was a simple, safe and effi- 
cient aircraft in which to go to war.: 

“The first aeroplane arrived on 17:0 
December, 1937, and in the order of 
things the Squadron Commander had 
been ordered to a= station 70 miles 
away to investigate why a fitter had 
failed to check the oil in Tutor, which 
had successfully “forced landed” 
months before. 

“During January, 19388, all our pilots 
went solo by day and three of the more 
experienced went solo by night; and 
by the end of the month the unit was 
beginning to think that there was little

All our aeroplanes 
were in the hangars and there ap- 
peared no prospect of our being dis- 
turbed; all our paper work was com- 
plete, and I had heard that the tele- 
phone sytsem in the camp had broken 
down. There was lots of coal on the 
fire, and I remember wondering in my 
sleep whether it was not one of those 
days when one smoked one of the fast 
diminishing supply of cigars I had re- 
ceived as Christmas presents, when I 
was rudely awakened and shown a 


paragraph in a technical paper: ‘Hur- 
ricane flies from Edinburgh in sixty- 
five minutes.’ 

“The afternoon was spoiled. I ‘e- 
membered the full-power trial which 
had to be — reluctantly. 


“T went to the telephone, called the 
Air Ministry to hear about the weather. 
They spoke of everything from ice for- 
mation to clouds covering the high 
ground but they did say wind was from 


the nort at 75 miles per hour at 
17,000 feet. 
“This was the end of an afternoon 


of leisure. 

“T went down to the hangars at 2 
p.m.; I had the aeroplane pulled out 
and started, and sent a _ telegram to 
Turnhouse asking for petrol. I w 4s 
just going to leave when I was called 
back to the Mess—‘wanted by the Air 
Ministry’; the Press Section had no- 
ticed the announcement in the Techni- 
cal Press. When was the full-power 
trial to be done? This afternoon, they 
were told, and requested not to ask 
questions. I wanted to be back by 
dusk and I promised to ring them up 
on my return, and flew off to Edlii- 
burgh, 

“I have read much about the return 
journey: but nothing about the journey 
up, which was much more hazardous. 
As the wind was much stronger than 
I expected I arrived at Turnhouse at 
415 p.m. instead of 3.45 p.m., and I 
found no petrol waiting, as I had ar- 
rived sooner than my telegram; but 
owing to the efficiency of the station 
this was forthcoming quickly, and I 
was ready to start back at 4.40 p.m. 

“But a characteristic of the Hurri- 
cane engine when hot is that it is hard 
to start. Finding that I could not 
start the thing I left it on the tarmac 
while I made an enquiry about the 
weather the next morning. While I 
was doing this an inquisitive airman 
climbed into the cockpit and made the 
thing go. 

“It was now approaching dusk; 
there were no clouds in Edinburgh and 
the sky was that dark blue that pre- 
cedes the dusk. There was a northerly 
gale blowing and I= decided that I 
would fly back as I felt it would be 
impossible to miss London in the dark. 
Taking off at 5.05 p.m., and climbi1s 


at 200 m.p.h. I noticed with some 
pleasure that I had no drift, and at 
5.000 feet that I had a_ considerable 


sensation of speed. This meant a good 
wind and less chance of running out 
of petrol in the dark near London in 


the event of a miscalculation, 


“The ground then disappeared and 
soon I was at my height with only my 
instruments, and a rapidly tiring left 
leg. My air spe@d varied between 805 
and 825. The engine revs. were con- 
stant at 2,975, and boost constant at 
5% 1b. There were ten minutes of 
high clouds to go through, when the 
cabin frosted up, and a hoar frost 
formed on the wings. 

“Sometimes I felt sorry that I was 
doing this, and thought of the comfort 
of my men at Northolt; at other times 
I felt glad. After 40 minutes I d>- 
cided to descend, The air speed now 
was 400; the revolutions 3,600; the 
ground speed was probably 550. I had 
an odd feeling flying through a cloud 
at night at a speed I knew to be in 
excess of 50) miles per hour. Coming 
out of a cloud at 5,000 feet, I saw mo- 
mentarily a red light flashing the letter 
of my station. But by the time I had 
registered this I was seven miles fur- 
ther on, 

“The signal time from the take-off 
to going over Northolt was 48 minutes 
and the time on my own watch 44 min- 
utes. I returned to Northolt five mia- 
utes later and landed.”

Following factors have tended to 
lower price: India discontinues nego- 
tiations for Danubian wheat because 
of low quality—Persistent decline in 
value of British pound sterling—Six 
cent U.K. wheat preference repealed 
—Holland again raises import duties 
on cereals—Increase in 1938 world 
rye crop—Increase in wheat and 
barley production in Iraq.

FALL PRECIPITATION REPORT 


Outlook for Next Year's Crop 


Judging by the fall moisture that 
has occurred, the chances for a good 
}crop on the Prairies are better for 


|next season than they have been for 
j}any year since 1933. The precipita- 
|tion which occurred during the recent 
|months of August, September and 
| October, for the three Prairie Prov- 
inces, and all weighted for wheat 
acreage, was 105% of normal as 
}compared with 90% for the same 
period last year. 

| The percentages of normal of the 
jfall precipitation for the’ Prairie 
| Provinces, separately, are as follows: 
| Alberta, 98°; Saskatchewan, 118%; 
,;and Manitoba, 66%. 

Experience has shown that the 
precipitation which occurs during the 
months of August, September and 
October—that is after harvest and 
before freeze-up—-plays an important 
part in making moisture’ reserves 
available for the succeeding crop, for 
the reason that this moisture consti- 
tutes the main subsoil reserve neces- 
sary for the crop to produce a normal 
yield per acre, and also this reserve 
enables the crop to tide over periods

can think of the great moving force 
has been thought. Today it is still 
so. We have Capitalism, Fascism, 
Socialism, 
other cult, both in theory and in 
creas. Even in the three hundred 
rands of religion practised on this 
continent, thought is the dominating 
consideration. 

Go away back through the cen- 
turies and you will find religious be- 
lief held with intense bitterness. 
History should have taught us by 
now that no matter how good our 
theories, if they are propagated by 
hate they will never get us any- 
where. 

The Man of Galilee emphasized the 
element of feeling or emotion. A 
child has few fine-spun_ theories 
about politics or religion, but he does 
have very definite and freely ex- 

ressed feelings toward those around 

im. “Suffer little children to come 
unto me, and forbid them not: for of 
such is the kingdom of God. Verily 
I say unto you, whosoever shall not 
receive the kingdom of God as a 
little child shall in no wise enter 
therein.” 

Communist or Fascist ruthlessness 
are not, but faith and love will be the 
motivating force toward a better 
world. 

We cannot, however, say: —~Away 
with theories! The complications of 
modern . civilization make very in- 
tricate and definite systems neces- 
sary for the administration of 
human affairs. They must be dis- 
cussed—they need not be quarreled 
over. 

It is the lack of the feeling of 
charity that makes the complications 
of our present civilization only that 
much greater a wreck than was pos- 
sible in the more simple past. The 
book, “Christ’s Alternative to Com- 
munism,” holds that Communism, 
working improving environment, 
needs Christianity working from 
within to make ‘a better race of 
humans. It holds that Christianity, 
working from within, needs to help 
alter the environment to make the 
practice of the good life possible. 
Bill Irvine says when you plant a 

tato you don’t put it among a 
unch of well-developed weeds and 
then say to it: “Now, spud, you give 
a good account of yourself in the face 
of all this.” Is the church out of its 
place if it seeks to hack down the 
well-organized weeds of today? 

Stanley Jones’ book may be se- 
cured from the library of The 
People’s Weekly, Edmonton. 

And now abideth” intelligence 
and goodwill. The first without the 
second can bring greater disaster to 
the world than ignorance. The 
second without the first is ineffectual.

they had been for several years. 
These conditions resulted in a rapid 
building up of the colonies, and al- 
though they were not up to maximum 
strength by the time the main flow 
started, they later gave an excellent 
account of their labors. 

In many parts of Canada the sum- 
mer weather was not ideal for the 
secretion and ingathering of nectar. 
In the Maritimes the clovers did not 
yield as was expected, while in the 
other six provinces the crop was 
somewhat patchy, most areas yield- 
ing heavily, while others did no bet- 
ter than average. Although figures 
covering the total crop are not yet 
available, it is estimated that it will 
be well above 30 million pounds, thus 
establishing a new record. In addi- 
tion to a record poundage the quality 
of the crop was also excellent. Of 
211 samples so far examined at the 
Bee Division, Central Experimental 
Farm, Ottawa, 173, or 82 per cent, 
graded No. 1 in so far as moisture 
was concerned. 

In those areas where the honey 
crop was heavy it is expected that 
considerable equipment was brought 
into action for the first time in sev- 


jeral years, therefore, in these areas

in order. 

Because of the good crop it is be- 
lieved that in general the: bees have 
been well prepared for the coming 
winter, in so far as food supply is 


| concerned, but it is feared that this 
|}has been more than offset by the 


extremely warm weather of the past 
few weeks. On November 7 the 
temperature was 62 degrees Fah. and 
the bees were flying quite freely. 
Bees carrying pollen were seen en- 
tering several of the colonies. On 
the following morning pollen. was 
coming in at 9 o'clock, indicating 
that brood rearing is still in progress. 
If the bees have not been well sup- 
plied with food the supply may be 
exhausted before new supplies are 
available next spring.
